CHICAGO, Oct. 8—To read the 
works of William J. Bryan, now Sec- 
retary of State, is a penal offence in 
India, if it happens to be a pam- 
phlet called “British Rule in India,” 
according to Basenta Koomar Roy, a 
Hindu, who says he was exiled from 
India for working for the freedom of 
his countrymen. 

According to Roy, Mr. Bryan, in 
the pamphlet, says: “The more I 
see and read of British rule in India, 
the more unjust it seems. Koy says 
that to have the pamphlet in one's 
possession in India is sufficient war- 
rant for arrest and serving time.

SHIBE PARK, PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 8.—'‘‘Bix Six’’ 
Mathewson beat the Athletics this afternoon 3 to 0 in the grandest 
pitching achievement in all his great career, evened up the series, 
and wrote in his splendid record the finest single feat credited to 
any pitcher in the annals of baseball. 

Eddie Plank—grand old Eddie!—pitched for the Athletics, 
and his work was marvelous. The game was the most wonderful 
pitching duel ever staged in a world’s series, going nine full in- 
nings before the break came. 

It looked in the ninth as if Matty had cracked first. But the 
terrible crisis of the game struck from Matty’s soul of steel only 
the sparks of the most brilliant feat ever performed by a world's 
series pitcher. 

Strunk, the fleet outfielder, opened the ninth for Philadelphia 
with a single to center. Barry beat out a bunt and the runners 
advanced to second and third when Matty, making a desperate 
fielding play, threw past. Wiltse, who was subbing for Merkle at 
first. 

Runners on second and third—the last half of the ninth—none 


out—the Athletics at bat—it was the sternest test ever put to a 
great slabman. 

And Matty rose to it in all his might.

Exposes Unclean Dairies and 
Counts the “Bugs’’ in Sam- 
ples Sold in Atlanta. 


The pure milk campaign had be-n 
materially advanced Wednesday as a 
result of startling exposures of in- 
sanitary conditions in the handling 
and sale of milk in Atlanta, made :t 
the pure milk meeting held at Ta‘.} 
Hall Tuesday night under the aus- 
pices of the State Department of Ag- 
riculture and the milk committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Dr. Kenneth N. Atkins, State Ba-- 
teriologist, who has made an exhau-- | 
tive investigation and chemical test 
of milk samples, made the revelations, 
which caused a stir in the audience 
of between 400 and 500 people. 

Other speakers were J. D. Price,} 
Commissioner of Agricuiture; Dr. R.} 
E. Stallings, State Chemist, and Dr. 
Peter F. Banhsen, State Veterinarian. 
Wilmer L. Moore, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, presided ‘it 

e meeting and introduced the 
Sie 

Result of Dr. Atkins’ Tests. 

Step by step Dr. Atkins analyzed 
the conditions he found existing in 
Atlantat dairies, soda fountains, ho- 
tels and other milk emporiums. In 
detail he enumerated the figures ob- 
tained in bacteriolow.cal tests of sam- 
ples of milk procured at these places, 

To bring his revelations squarety 
home to his audience, Dr. Atkins 
exhibited pictures exposing some c? 
the insanitary conditions existing in 
Atlanta. 

Some of these pictures showed milk 
cans and pails sitting open-side ip, 
and uncovered on dirty back porch:s 
and in filthy back yards, and in some 
instances only a few feet away from 
manure piles. Others showed filthy 
milkhouses, with screen doors wid 
open and with rags hanging in close 
proximity to the open cazs. 

Pictures of Dirty Dairies. 

Dr, Atkins also showed pictures of 
downtown dairymen pouring milk out 
of bottles sitting on garbage ecans 
and others measuring the depth of th» 
milk by sticking their arms down ix 
the obttom of the cans. Methods of 
washing cans and other utensils wer 
also exposed jn a series of pictures, 

Dr. Atkins’ most startling revela- 
tion, perhaps, was his figures on bac- 
teriologist tests made in the State 
laboratory. These tests, he declared, 
showed millions of bacteria in sam- 
ples of milk in which the law permits 
a maximum of only 100,000. 

Sixty samples of milk taken from 
producers in and out of Atlanta, ac- 
cording to Dr. Atkins’ figures, showed 
an average count of 297,000 bacteria; 
30 samles taken from wagons and 
dairies showed an ayerage count of 
365,000; 75 samples from depots in 


Atlanta an average of 1,575,000 bac- 
teria to the cubic centimeter; 23 sam- 
ples from soda fountains showed an' 
average of count of 3,316,000; s

BIG BOOST 10 
PURE MILK

The pure milk campaign had be7n 
materially advanced Wednesday as 4 
result of startling exposures of in- 
sanitary conditions in the handling 


and sale of milk in Atlanta, made at 
the pure milk meeting held at Tait 
Hall Tuesday night under the aus- 
pices of the State Department of Ag- 
riculture and the milk committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Dr. Kenneth N. Atkins, State Bac- 
terlologist, who has made an exhaus- 
tive investigation and chemical test 
of milk samples, made the revelations, 
which caused a stir in the audience 
of between 400 and 500 people. 

Other speakers were J. D. Price, 
Commissioner of Agriculture; Dr. R. 
E, Stallings, State Chemist, and Dr. 
Peter F. Banhsen, State Veterinarian. 
Wilmer L., Moore, president of ‘he 


Chamber of Commerce, presided at 
the meeting and introduced the 
speakers. 


Result of Dr. Atkins’ Tests. 
Step by step Dr. Atkins analyzed 


the conditions he found existing in 
Atlanta dairles, soda fountains, ho- 
tels and other milk emporiums, In 


detail he enumerated the figures ob- 
tained in bacteriolorical tests of sam- 
ples of milk procured at these places. 

To bring his revelations squarely 
home to his audience, Dr. Atk!ns 
exhibited pictures exposing some er 
the insanitary conditions existing in 
Atlanta. 

Some of these pictures showed milk 
cans and pails sitting open-side ap 
and uncovered on dirty back porchs 
and in filthy back yards, and in some 
instances only a few feet away from 
manure piles. Others showed filthy 
milkhouses, with screen doors wide 
open and with rags hanging in close 
proximity to the open cans. 

Pictures of Dirty Dairies, 

Dr. Atkins also showed pictures of 
downtown dairymen pouring milk out 
of bottles sitting on garbage cans 
and others measuring the depth of the 
milk by sticking their arms down ia 
the bottom of the cans. Methods of 
washing cans and other utensils were 
also exposed in a series of pictures. 

Dr. Atkins’ most startling revela- 
tion, perhaps, was his figures on bac- 
teriological tests made in the State 
laboratory. These tests, he declared, 
showed millions of bacteria in sam- 
ples of milk in which the law permits 
a maximum of only 100,000. 

Sixty samples of milk taken from 
producers in and out of Atlanta, ac- 
cording to Dr. Atkins’ figures, showed 
an average count of 297,000 bacteria; 
30 samples taken from wagons and 
dairies showed an average count of 
365,000; 75 samples from depots in 
Atlanta an average of 1,575,000 bac- 
teria to the cubic centimeter; 23 sam- 
ples from soda fountains showed an 


average of count of 3,316,000; six 
samples from hotels showed an aver- 
age of 2,410,000 and 35 samples from 
downtown cafes showed an average 
of 2,034,000 to the cubic centimeter.

In the 
event the fertilizer is branded as a 
better grade than it really is, the man- 
ufacturer can not collect above the price 
of the real grade 

This ruling was handed down by the 
Court of Appeals in the case of the 
Arlington Oil and Guano Company 
against J. Swann. Swann bought 400 
sacks of guano branded high brade 
at $21 per ton. The analysis showed 
a lower grade, the price on which was 
$19.78 per ton.

That relieves the situation at that 
school—but is it fair to the children? 

While conditions throughout the 
city, both in the white and negro 
schools, are such as to make imme- 
diate relief imperative if the health 
of the pupils is to be conserved, they 
are worse at three schools in the In- 
man Park and neighboring district— 
the Highland Avenue, Edgewood and 
Inman Park Schools—than in the rest 
of the city. Of these, the Highland 
School is the more crowded, and In- 
man Park is next. It is at the latter 
school that the children are com- 
pelled to sit in the basement, in un- 
ventilated rooms, and at the former 
they are packed 90 and 100 in a room. 

The Edgewood School is the least 
crowded of any of the three, and yet 
a week ago there were 85 pupils who 
had no place to sit—and that after 
every room had been filled to its ca- 
pacity and more 

Cottage Is Rented. 

To provide for these pupils a cot- 
tage in the rear of the school was 
rented, temporarily, and for four 
weeks the little tots just barely out 
of the nursery did, or tried to do, 
their work in rooms that were very 
low of ceiling, with not enough light, 
practically no ventilation, and no con- 
veniences, 

Every child that was in the classes 
that had to work in the cottage was 
constantly ill, restless and unable to 
do its best work. Sixty of these pu- 
pils have now been transferred to the 
Moreland Avenue Schoot, which a 
building totally unfit for school pur- 
poses, that the school authorities have 
rented, * 

There was no room at the Edge- 
wood School for the remaining 25, 
but they had’ to stay there or quit 
coming to schoo] altogether, So Miss 
Ora Stamps, the principal, did the 
best she could. She partitioned off a 
corner of the auditorium with a 
screen, installed a lot of hard, 
straizht-backed benches—the best she 
get—and there the children 
have to sit for hours at a time, though 
Miss Stamps and their teacher give 
them frequent outings in the fresh 
air when the tired little bodies be- 
gin to rebel from the unnetural po- 
sition in which they are forced to 
sit.

At $30,000 Figure; 
Plan Park Car Line 


Remarkable Story of Enhancement In 
Hemphill Property—Citizens Sab- 
scribing $30,000 for Trolleys. 


The George P. Moore real estate 
agency announced Wednesday the 
sale of lot No. 2, 20 1-2 feet, of the 
Hemphill subdivision on Peachtree 
street at $30,000, or $1,463.40 a front 
foot.

Peace of Amiens

T was one hundred and twelve 

years ago—October 1, 1801— 

that the preliminary articies 
of peace between England and 
France were signed in the city of 
London; and the definitive treaty 
was subscribed at Amiens on the 
27th of March following, 

Europe rejoiced at the termina- 
tion of the long and bitter strug- 
gle, but to those on the inside the 
peace Was not worth the paper it 
was written on, and the sequel 
proved that the fears of the cabi- 
nets were only too wel! grounded, 

The First Consul was only 
playing for time and never in- 
tended to allow a piece of parch- 
ment to stand between him and 
the goal of his inordinate ambi- 
tion. The ink with which the 
treaty was written was hardly 
dry when Napoleon began his ag- 
gressions. Piedmont was an- 
nexed, as was also the Island of 
Elba; Switzerland was occupied 
and Holland was bullied into sub- 
serviency to France. When Eng- 
land protested, Napoleon insulted 
her envoy and dared her to re- 
sent his action. England’s an- 
swer came on May 18, 1803, in the 
shape of a declaration of war—a 
war that was to last, with a brief 
respite, until 1815.

Things and future dangers are not what they seem. 

Henry George wisely pointed out the rapid growth of a 
puppy’s tail and drew a moral from the tail. 

If the puppy’s tail grew throughout the dog’s life as fast as 
it grows in the first few weeks, the old dog would have a tail a 
hundred feet long. And the distressed, kind-hearted owner 
would have to cut off his dog's tail once every few weeks. 

But the wisdom of nature takes care of that, and the pup. 
py’s tail stops growing at just the right moment. 

So it is, or will be, with the human race on this planet—like 
the puppy’s tail it will stop growing at the right moment—when 
it is just the right size.
